MINUTES  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Greenville,  8.  C,  June  9th,  185S. 
This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  for 
the  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  in  Christ  Church,  at  ten  o'clock,  A.  M, 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Wagner,  the  Lessons 
being  read  by  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis,  Jr.  The  Litany  was  said  by  the 
Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  Jr.  The  Ante-Communion  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
P.  J,  Shand.  A  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Roberts. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Walker,  D.  D.,  Arthur  and  Shand. 

The  congregation  was  then  dismissed  with  the  Benediction  by  the 
Bishop. 

After  a  recess,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop.

The  subscriptions  still  to  be  collected,  together  with  the  Quotas  of 
the  Churches,  it  may  fairly  be  presumed  will  provide  for  the  salary 
»  during  the  present  year,  and  the  income  of  the  two  funds  therefore,

May  6th,  Thursday.  Charleston,  at  night,  in  St,  Luke's  Church, 
preached  and  confirmed  two  white  persons. 

May  7th,  Friday.  Afternoon,  confirmed  in  private,  two  white 
persons,  belonging  to  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  one  of  them  being 
very  sick. 

May  9th,  Sunday.  Forenoon,  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  preached 
and  confirmed  eight  white  persons.  Afternoon — in  Grace  Church, 
preached  and  confirmed  seventeen  white  persons.  At  night — in 
J.  Stephen's  Chapel,  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  whites  and 
one  colored  person. 
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May  11th,  Tuesday.  Forenoon,  at  Mount  Pleasant,  preached, 
consecrated  St.  Andrew's  Chapel,  and  confirmed  eight  white  per* 
sons. 

At  night — in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Rev.  Mr. 
Gadsden  preached,  and  I  confirmed  four  white  persons,  one  of 
them  belonging  to  Christ  Church  congregation,  and  seven  colored. 

May  28th,  Friday.  At  Branchville,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
one  white  person,  Rev.  J.  H.  Cornish  reading  the  service.  Mr. 
Cornish  has,  for  sometime,  been  officiating  at  this  place,  and  there 
seem  to  be  hopes  of  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  congrega- 
tion. 

May  29th,  Saturday.  At  Kaolin,  in  Edgefield  District,  conse- 
crated the  new  Church  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  assisted 
by  Rev.  Messrs.  Neely,  Harrison,  Pinkerton,  and  Dr.  Ford,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Georgia,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Wagner,  Habershan,  and 
J.  II.  Cornish,  of  this  Diocese  Mr.  Cornish  preached  the  sermon. 
The  Church  here  is  regularly  organized,  and  the  congregation  are 
in  expectation  of  having  a  settled  minister. 

May  30th,  Sunday.  At  Aiken,  forenoon,  I  preached,  Rev. 
Messrs.  Wagner  and  Cornish  performing  divine  service.  After- 
noon— Rev.  Mr  Wagner  preached,  and  I  confirmed  three  white 
persons. 

Monday,  31st.  At  Barnwell,  at  nightf  Divine  service  was  held. 
Rev.  Mr.  Cornish  preached. 

June  1st,  Tuesday.  Forenoon — Divine  service  was  held,  the 
children  of  the  congregation  examined  by  the  Rector,  and  I  ad- 
dressed the  congregation  and  children.  At  night  I  preached  and 
confirmed  three  white  persons  and  one  colored. 

June  2d,  Wednesday.  I  preached,  and  the  Holy  Communion 
was  administered. 

June  5th,  Saturday.  At  Edgefield,  I  confirmed  one  very  aged 
white  person.  At  night,  Divine  service  was  held,  Rev.  Mr.  Wag- 
ner preached. 

Sunday  6th.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  white  persons. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  also  administered.  Present,  Rev.  Mr. 
Habersham,  the  Rector,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Wagner  and  J.  H.  Cor- 
nish.   Afternoon,  Rev.  Mr.  Cornish  preached. 

Monday  7th.  We  proceeded  to  the  Chapel  at  Mrs.  Brooks's, 
twenty  miles  distant,  when  Rev.  Mr.  Wagner  preached  and  I 
confirmed  two  white  persons.  here  is,  here,  an  encouraging  at- 
tendance upon  the  services  of  the  Church  from  the  surrounding 
neighborhood. 

In  October  of  last  year,  I  was  called  by  duty  to  the  city  of  New 
York  to  preach  before  the  Board  of  Missions.  After  arriving,  I 
found  that  the  necessities  of  my  health  required  me  to  remain. 
While  there,  I  lost  from  my  Diocesan  duties  more  than  a  month. 
I  was  compensated  by  the  most  assiduous  kindness,  both  personal 
and  professional,  and  by  receiving  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the 
condition  of  my  health. 

In  July  of  last  year,  I  attended  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Southern  University  in  Tennessee,    here  has 
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since  been  another  meeting  at  Montgomery,  in  Alabama.  The 
site  for  the  University  has  been  fixed  upon,  an  act  of  incorporation 
obtained  from  the  tate  of  Tennessee,  and  another  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  called  at  Beersheba,  in  Simessee,  on  the  third  of  next 
month,  to  determine  whether  the  Act  of  incorporation  shall  be  ac- 
cepted, and  for  taking  measures  for  the  active  commencement  of 
operations.  As  this  whole  matter  has  been  before  you  already, 
and  the  Convention  has  acted  on  it,  I  hope  I  need  say  no  more 
than  there  must  be  elected  at  this  Convention  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  a  Treasurer,  for  the  receipt  and  management  of  the  funds 
to  be  collected. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion is,  white,  262  ;  colored,  362 ;  in  all  624. 

I  have  ordained  to  Priest's  orders,  Rev.  P.  Gervais  Jenkins  and 
Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips  ;  and  to  Deacon's  orders,  Rev.  J.  Mercier 
Green.  There  are  now  seven  candidates  for  orders  in  the  Diocese  : 
Messrs.  W.  L.  Hynds,  C.  E.  Leverett,  Thomas  C.  Evans,  Henry 
M.  Parker,  Legrand  F.  Guery,  John  H.  Elliott,  and  P.  F.  Stevens. 

I  have  received  notice  of  the  deposition  from  the  Ministry,  or 
Daniel  F.  Hutchinson,  of  Iowa  ;  Daniel  C.  May  bin,  of  Kentucky  ; 
George  C.  Foote  and  Samuel  B.  Deaner,  of  Pennsylvania  ;  and 
Frederick  W.  Thomas,  of  North-Carolina. 

I  have  consecrated  the  following  Churches :  St.  Andrew's 
Chapel,  Mount  Pleasant ,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Summerville, ;  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Bluffton ;  Christ  Church,  Charleston  ;  St.  George's 
Church,  Kaolin. 

I  have  given  letters  dimissory  to  Rev.  Mr.  Jacocks,  to  Mary- 
land, and  J.  D  Gibson,  to  Mississippi.  I  have  received  into  the 
Diocese,  Rev.  Dr.  Jones,  from  Maryland,  Rev.  J.  S.  Kidney,  from 
New  York. 

It  has  been  my  painful  duty  to  depose  from  the  sacred  Ministry, 
the  Rev.  A.  Woodward,  under  Canon  5th,  of  1850,  of  the  General 
Convention  ;  and  to  suspend  from  the  exercise  of  his  ministry,  for 
the  space  of  two  months,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Gibson,  under  Canon  3d, 
of  this  Diocese.

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  till  half-past  four  o'clock. 

The  Convention  having  re-assembled  at  the  appointed  time,  the 
Committee  on  the  Standing  Resolutions  reported  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Standing  Resolutions  : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  revise  the  Stand- 
ing Resolutions  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  Resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  To  strike  out  the  Standing  Resolutions  numbered  10, 
11,  16,  and  19. 

2.  Resolved,  To  amend  the  20th  Standing  Resolution,  by  striking 
out  the  words  "  of  our  Church,"  and  inserting  the  words  "  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1832." 

3.  Resolved,  That  Canon  VII.  of  the  General  Convention  of  1856, 
Sects.  1,  2,  4  and  5,  be  printed  at  the  end  of  our  Standing  Resolutions, 
and  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  and  Vestries  be  called  to  its  provisions. 
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4.  Resolved,  That  tlie  remaining  Standing-  Resolutions  be  numbered 
to  accord  with  the  above  omissions.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  considered  seriatim 
and  passed. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  the  Committee  on  Directions  for 
organizing  new  congregations  was  discharged. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches 
made  to  the  Convention  of  1856  and  postponed  to  this  Convention, 
was  again  postponed,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  to 
the  next  Convention. 

The  report  of  the  Clerical  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
was  made  through  the  Rev.  Mr,  Arthur,  as  follows  : 

The  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  "  University  of 
the  South,"  elected  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  body,  for  the  Diocese 
of  South-Carolina,  respectfully  reports  .* 

That  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  of  the  several  Dioceses  interested, 
assembled  on  Look  Out  Mountain,  East  Tennessee,  on  4th  July  last, 
for  organization,  and  the  necessary  preliminary  action  :  Committees 
on  location  and  a  charter  having  been  appointed  to  report  at  an  ad- 
journed meeting,  to  be  held  at  Montgomery,  in  November  following. 
The  journals  of  these  meetings  were  published,  and  in  addition,  more 
detailed  accounts  of  the  proceedings,  and  of  other  matters  of  interest 
connected  with  them,  appeared  from  time  to  time  in  the  Church  papers, 
thus  giving  full  information  of  the  progress  of  the  enterprise.  It  is 
unnecessary  therefore,  to  dwell  at  any  length  on  the  subject  generally. 

The  question  of  location,  the  most  difficult  and  delicate  of  all  others, 
was  determined  at  Montgomery,  after  an  investigation,  as  thorough, 
perhaps,  as  could  have  been  made. 

A  scientific  commission  had  been  previously  appointed  to  visit  the 
different  localities  proposed,  and  to  embody  in  a  report  to  the  Trus- 
tees, all  the  facts  necessary  to  a  correct  conclusion.  In  addition  to 
this,  gentlemen  of  high  character  and  intelligence  appeared  in  per- 
son and  submitted  to  a  searching  examination.  Communications  also 
were  made  from  individuals  or  companies  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
several  localities  interested,  containing  most  munificient  offers.  To 
no  similar  question,  perhaps,  was  more  anxious  and  careful  considera- 
tion ever  given.  As  was  to  be  expected,  much  diversity  of  opinion 
prevailed — but  at  length,  a  protracted  ballot  was  harmoniously  brought 
to  a  close.  Sewanee,  the  point  selected,  on  the  Western  Cumberland 
slope,  is  believed  tb  combine  every  essential  pre-requisite,  and  to  pre- 
sent attractions,  which  scarcely  any  other  locality  can  claim.  It  is 
confidently  stated  that  no  other  would  have  given  general  satisfaction 
to  many  of  those,  most  deeply  interested  in  the  final  success  of  the 
work. 
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A  form  of  charter  was  reported  at  Montgomery,  and  has  since  been 
granted  by  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee, — liberal  in  its  provisions, 
and  admirably  adapted  to  meet  all  the  future  wants  of  the  Institution. 

Incipient  steps  were  also  taken  for  raising  funds.  The  Committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  will  probably  report  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  be  held  at  Beersheba  Springs,  near  Sewanee,  on  3d 
July  next. 

While  nothing  has  thus  far  transpired  to  diminish  the  zeal,  or  im- 
pair the  confidence  hitherto  manifested  in  the  advancement  of  this 
great  educational  enterprise,  tve  are  admonished  by  the  necessities 
of  the  times  continually  developed,  of  its  increasing  and  urgent  need 
and  importance. 

It  is,  therefore,  commended  to  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  to  the  unabated  confidence,  and  liberal  support  of  our 
people.

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  was  directed  to  pay  to  the  Rev. 
A.  Gregg,  when  in  funds,  fifty  dollars,  ($50)  advanced  by  him  for  ex- 
penses relating  to  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Bishop  was  requested  to  retire  for  a  few  minutes,  and  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Shand  to  take  the  Chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lesesne  the  following  resolution  was  passed  unani- 
mously : 

Whereas,  The  Convention  have  been  painfully  impressed  with  the 
apprehension,  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has,  by  his  great  and 
incessant  labors,  during  the  five  years  of  his  Episcopate,  overtasked 
his  strength,  and  that  his  health  is  in  danger  of  being  seriously  im- 
paired, unless  he  can  be  induced  to  seek  some  relaxation  from  his  ex- 
hausting duties, 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  he  is  hereby  affectionately  requested  to 
suspend  Episcopal  duties  and  go  abroad  for  the  benefit  of  his  health, 
and  that  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  out  of  the 
income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  for  the  current  year,  to  defray 
his  expenses. 

The  Bishop  having  been  recalled,  the  Chairman  communicated  to 
him  the  resolution  just  passed,  to  which  the  Bishop  answered  as  fol- 
lows : 

I  receive  with  profound  gratitude,  Beloved  Brethren,  this  unex- 
pected testimony  of  your  sympathy  and  affection,    It  takes  me  en- 
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tirely  by  surprise.  It  has  never  entered  into  my  thoughts  or  pur- 
poses to  leave  the  country.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  absent  from  the  Dio- 
cese ;  or  to  be  separated  from  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  But  this 
strong  appeal  to  me,  of  your  kindness  and  regard,  is  entitled  to  my 
most  affectionate  consideration.  I  therefore  assure  you,  that  I  will 
give  to  it  my  earnest  thoughts  and  sincere  prayers  for  guidance  and 
direction  ;  and  will  seek  to  determine  it  according,  to  the  will  of  God. 
Accept,  I  beseech  you,  Brethren,  the  expression  of  my  warmest  and 
most  grateful  affection.

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  a  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary  reported  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom,  at  the  last  Convention,  was  referred  the 
whole  subject  of  a  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary,  respectfully  re- 
port : 

Your  Committee  have  given  to  the  important  subject  intrusted  to 
them,  as  much  time  and  thought  as  they  have  been  able  to  command  ; 
and  although,  for  want  of  the  necessary  documents  connected  with  the 
formation  and  experience  of  such  institutions,  they  have  not  been  able 
to  mature  any  enlarged  system,  they  think  that  which  they  propose  is 
sufficiently  definite,  and  suited  to  the  present  condition  of  this  Dio- 
cese,— that  we  have  no  consistent  and  satisfactory  mode  of  educating 
our  candidates  for  the  ministry — furnishing  them  effectually  for  their 
sacred  office,  and  training  them  especially  for  those  fields  of  labor, 
which  the  providence  of  God  has  appointed  them  to  fill.  They  have 
either  to  go  out  of  the  Diocese,  or  remaining  in  it,  to  receive  such  di- 
vided and  uncertain  instructions,  as  may  fall  to  their  lot  severally. 
The  consequence  is,  that  they  have  no  regular  and  systematic  teach- 
ing, and  have  to  depend  too  much  upon  themselves  for  their  know- 
ledge  and  opinions.  Also,  they  are  enabled  to  have  little  or  no  contact 
with  the  minds  of  their  Bishop  and  their  brethren — no  fellowship  with 
the  sympathies  and  wants  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  no  practical  training 
in  the  work  demanded  of  them.  These  reasons,  and  others  that  will 
readily  suggest  themselves,  indicate,  that  it  is  very  desirable,  if  not 
actually  necessary,  that  we  should  have  a  Seminary  for  ourselves. 

We  do  not  think,  that  it  would  be  to  the  injury  of  any  institution 
without  our  Diocese,  and  sincerely  wish  it  to  be  in  harmony  with  all. 
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The  next  points  of  consideration  are,  what  is  our  present  state  of 
preparation  for  a  Theological  Seminary,  and  upon  what  basis  shall  it 
be  established  ?  After  giving  to  this  very  important  part  of  the  sub- 
ject due  reflection,  your  Committee  have  concluded,  that  it  is  not  ad- 
visable, at  this  time,  to  attempt  the  establishment  of  a  Theological 
Seminary  on  a  very  enlarged  scale.  The  candidates  for  Orders  are 
not  now,  and  have  not  been  for  years  past,  sufficient  in  number  to 
justify  such  an  undertaking.  Nor  have  we  the  necessary  funds,  nor 
could  we  have  in  all  probability  in  years  to  come.  In  the  mean  time, 
the  immediate,  pressing  necessities  of  the  Diocese  would  not  be  at  all 
met ;  nor  would  there  be  any  materials  in  a  state  of  preparation,  for 
such  an  extended  institution. 

To  secure  a  Diocesan  Seminary  on  a  more  extended  scale,  which 
we  earnestly  desire,  and  to  enter  upon  it  availably  and  wisely,  we  first 
propose  a  larger  experience  in  this  limited  field,  and  hope  thus  to  gain 
knowledge  of  ourselves  and  feel  our  way  to  higher  destines ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Theological  Seminary  be  established  in  the  Dio- 
cese. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  under  the  joint  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  elected  annually 
by  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professors  be  appointed  by  the  joint  consent  of 
the  Bishop  and  a  Board  of  Trustees  ;  the  Bishop  having  the  right  al- 
ways of  nominating  to  the  Board  the  persons  to  be  chosen. 

Resolved,  That  the  Seminary  shall  be  located  at  such  place  in  the 
Diocese  as  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  shall  seem  best. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  present  the  Seminary  be  located  in  Camden. 

Resolved,  That  measures  be  immediately  taken  to  raise  money  for 
the  object  proposed,  and  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  commence 
operations  as  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  for  that 
purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  elected  by  this  Convention,  be  empowered, 
to  receive  and  invest  any  sums  which  may  be  given  towards  the  same, 
and  that  the  same  Board  shall  prepare  a  Constitution  and  Rules  for 
the  government  of  the  Seminary,  to  be  submitted  to  tiie  next  Conven- 
tion. 

This  Report  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  ten  o'clock  to-mor- 
row. 

After  a  variety  of  propositions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Convention  be  held  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Charleston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  May,  1859. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arthur  extended  an  invitation,  on  behalf  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Greenville,  to  the  Convention,  to  make  an  excursion  to  Paris 
Mountain  on  Saturday. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Blacklock  : 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  here- 
by tendered  to  the  inhabitants  of  Greenville,  for  the  very  hospitable 
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manner  in  which  the  Delegates  have  been  received  at  its  present 
session. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arthur  moved  to  strike  from  the  list  of  Churches,  the 
name  of  the  Church  of  tne  Mediator,  Columbia, 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Elliott  moved  to  lay  the  motion  on  the  table.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

After  discussion,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden,  the  motion 
of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Arthur  was  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion,  after  Prayers,  by  the  President,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed till  to-morrow,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howe  to  the  end  of  the  Creed, 
the  remainder  of  the  Morning  Service  and  the  Litany  by  the  Rev.  A. 
H.  Cornish.  The  Ante-Communion  (it  being  St.  Barnabas's  Day)  by 
the  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis,  Jr. 

After  a  short  recess,  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  a  quorum  of  both  orders  found  present. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  but  none  an- 
swered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Aldrich  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  returned  to  the 
congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  for  their  kind  invitation  to 
the  members  of  this  body,  to  make  an  excursion  to  Paris  Mountain, 
and  that  the  invitation  be  accepted. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  a  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary 
was  taken  up. 

The  first  resolution  offered  by  the  Committee  was  passed. 
The  second  resolution  was  passed. 
The  third  resolution  was  passed. 
The  fourth  resolution  was  passed. 
The  fifth  resolution  was  passed. 

The  sixth  being  under  consideration,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  moved  the 
following  amendment,  which  was  adopted  : 

After  the  words,  "three  thousand  dollars,"  insert  "or  such  amount  as 
the  Bishop  and  the  Trustees  shall  deem  adequate  for  the  purpose." 

The  sixth  resolution  was  then  passed. 

The  seventh  resolution  was  passed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  moved  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  of  the  several  parishes  be  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  bring  this  scheme  before  their  people  as  early  as 
possible,  in  order  to  obtain  subscriptions  for  the  purpose,  and  also  that 
the  Bishop  be  authorized,  if  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  appoint  an 
Agent  to  secure  subscriptions,  the  expenses  of  which  Agent  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  collected. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Pinckney  moved  tlie  following  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  six  Trustees,  three  Clerical  and  three 
Lay,  he  now  chosen  to  carry  into  effect  the  above  resolutions,  and  that 
the  Bishop  be  ex-qfficio  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  Board  consist  of 
six  Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  of  which  five  (5)  shall  be  a  quorum. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Elliott  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  Board  con- 
sist of  four  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen. 

Mr.  Flagg  moved  that  it  consist  of  ten  Clergymen  and  eight  Lay- 
men. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Aldrich  all  the  amendments  Avere  laid  on  the 
table. 

The  Rev.  J.  H,  Cornish  moved  that  it  consist  of  seven  (7)  Layme  n 
The  amendment  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pinckney, 
it  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theo- 
logical Seminary*  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot  and  by  orders. 

The  election  was  ordered.  Tellers  were  appointed  ;  for  the  vote  of 
the  Clergy,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis  and  Quinby. 

Of  the  Laity,  Messrs.  Aldrich  and  Bryan. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arthur  offered  as  a  substitute  for  the  proposed  Act  of 
Incorporation,  the  following  : 

A  BILL 

TO  INCORPORATE  WITH  UNIFORM  RIGHTS,  POWERS,  AND  PMVILEGES,  THE  VARIOUS 
PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CONGREGATIONS  IN  SOUTH-CAROLINA. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  notv  met  and  sitting  in 
General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  hereafter  when  any  persons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina,  are  desirous  of  becoming-  a 
Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  or  forming  a  Parish  ac- 
cording to  the  Canons  of  the  said  Church,  they  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so,  by  filing 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions,  for  the  District 
in  which  the  said  applicants  reside,  being  not  less  than  twelve  in  number,  a  written 
statement  of  such  purpose  and  intention,  signed  by  them,  and  setting  forth  the 
name  of  their  Church  and  the  style  of  their  Corporation,  which  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  said  Clerk's  Office,  and  on  receiving  his  certificate  thereof,  they  shall  become 
a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  designated  in  their  said  written  statement. 

Sec  2d.  That  the  said  corporations  shall  by  their  respective  corporate  names, 
have  succession  of  officers  and  members  according  to  their  respective  By-Laws, 
and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  their  gov- 
ernment, not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  South-Carolina  or  the  Canons  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church.  To  have  and  keep  and  use  a  Common  Seal  and  the  same 
alter  at  will.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  Court  of  this 
State.    And  to  have  and  enjoy  every  right  incident  to  Incorporations. 

Sec.  3d  They  shall  also  be  empowered  severally,  to  retain,  hold,  possess  and 
enjoy  all  such  propertv,  real  or  personal,  as  they  mav  be  respectively  possessed  of, 
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or  in  any  wise  entitled  unto,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  given,  bequeathed,  or  in 
any  way  acquired  by  them,  and  to  sell,  alien  and  in  any  way  transfer  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof. 

Sec.  4th.  Any  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  already  incor- 
porated in  South-Carolina,  may.  on  the  expiration  of  their  charter,  or  at  any  time 
before,  if  they  seen  proper  to  surrender  their  charter,  become  a  Body  Politic  and 
Corporate  under  the  provisions  ot  this  Act,  by  makiag  known  their  intention  to  do 
so,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  same. 

Sec  5th.  The  charters  secured  or  renewed  under  this  Act  shall  be  perpetual, 
subject  however  to  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  repeal  or  alter  the 
same. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wagner,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  bill  be  laid  over  to  the  next  Convention,  be 
printed  on  the  Minutes  and  taken  up  next  year  in  immediate  con- 
nexion with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of 
Churches. 

The  Tellers  for  the  Clerical  vote  for  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  reported  the  election  in  that  order  of  the  following  gentle- 
men, viz : 

The  Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden,  and  Messrs.  Lesesne  and  Kershaw. 

The  Tellers  for  the  Lay  vote  reported  the  following  as  elected  in 
that  order. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Shand,  Pinckney,  and  Gadsden,  and  Messrs. 
Lesesne,  Kershaw  and  Aldrich. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  till  half-past  4. 

On  returning,  the  vote  was  again  taken  for  two  Clerical  and  one 
Lay  Trustee. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  election  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Shand  and  Mr.  A.  P.  Aldrich,  and  the  election  by  the  Laity  of  Mr.  A. 
P.  Aldrich  only. 

So  Mr.  Aldrich  only  was  elected  in  both  orders. 

A  vote  was  again  taken  for  two  Clerical  Trustees. 

One  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  were  ordered  to  be  published. 

The  Tellers  again  reported  that  the  Rev.  P.  J.  Shand  was  elected 
in  both  orders,  and  no  other  name  in  either  order. 

Another  vote  was  taken  for  one  Clerical  Trustee. 

The  Tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Roberts  was  elected  in 
both  orders. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  DuBose  Porcher  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  returned  to  the 
Rev.  Cranmore  Wallace,  Secretary,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
arduous  duties. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  0.  P.  Gadsden  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  returned  to  the 
Organist  and  Choir  of  Christ  Church. 

After  Prayers  by  the  President,  and  the  singing  of  the  Gloria  in 
Excelsis,  the  Convention  adjourned.

In  November,  1857,  the  Assistant  Minister  baptized  one  white  in- 
fant in  the  Parish  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs,  which  was 
without  a  Rector  ;  and  also  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  two 
persons  (white)  of  that  congregation,  who  were  anxious  to  receive  it, 
and  expressed  themselves  "  ready  and  desirous  to  be  confirmed."

Remarks. — Of  the  number  of  services  reported,  36  were  exclusively 
for  the  colored  people.  The  six  services  reported  for  Bethel  Church, 
were  performed  on  the  invitation  of  the  Presbyterian  Minister,  the 
Pastor  of  said  Church  ;  but  as  the  greater  number  of  my  hearers  were 
members  of  my  own  congregation,  living  in  the  neighborhood  during 
the  winter,  I  thought  it  proper  to  report  them.  Of  the  four  families 
reported  as  "  belonging  to  other  congregations  of  P.  E.  Church,"  two 
belong  to  N.  Edmund  sbury  Chapel,  St.  Bartholomew,  and  two  to  the 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  Combahee.  In  addition  to  the  services  re- 
ported above,  I  preached  in  Edgefield  on  two  Sundays,  and  one  other 
day,  in  all,  five  times.  In  Camden,  one  time,  in  Newberry,  two  Sun- 
days, in  all,  five  times,  and  in  Columbia,  one  time  ;  making  the  whole 
number  of  times  I  have  officiated  since  1st  January,  1857,  78  Sundays 
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and  149  other  days,  in  all,  266  times,  of  which  I  preached  288  times. 

On  eight  occasions  of  divine  worship,  at  St.  Jude's  Church,  I  did 
not  preach,  the  Bishop  aud  other  Brethren  preaching  for  me.  An  ef- 
fort is  being  made,  with  some  prospect  of  success,  to  re-build  the  old 
burnt  Church,  with  the  view  of  attaching  it  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Jude's, 
as  the  congregation  will  be  mostly  made  up  of  members  of  St.  Jude's 
Church,  who  spend  their  winters  in  the  neighborhood.  "When  I  took 
charge  of  St,  Jude's  Church,  in  January,  1857,  I  found  no  record  of 
the  Church.  Under  the  head  of  last  reported,  therefore,  are  included 
such  persons  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  to  have  been  communi- 
cants at  the  time  my  Rectorship  commenced.

Remarks. — The  Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  having  been  invited  in  De- 
cember, 1857,  to  take  charge  of  the  newly  organized  congregation  of 
St.  Luke's  Charleston,  and  deeming  the  call  a  providential  one,  re- 
signed the  place  of  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Philip's,  to  take  effect  on 
the  1st  of  March,  1858.  But  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Rectorship  of 
St.  Philip's,  on  the  17th  of  February,  he  continued  to  officiate  for  that 
congregation  until  the  1st  of  May  ;  at  which  time  the  temporary  build- 
ing erected  for  St.  Luke's  was  awaiting  his  services.  He  parts  from 
the  flock  with  which  he  has  been  connected  as  Assistant  for  more  than 
five  years,  with  sentiments  of  strong  attachment,  grateful  for  their 
kindness  while  with  them,  and  for  their  expressions  of  confidence  and 
regard  when  he  thought  it  his  duty  to  leave  them.  His  prayer  is,  that 
God  may  raise  them  up  a  "  pastor  according  to  His  own  heart,  who 
shall  feed  them  with  knowledge  and  understanding." 

During  the  interval,  from  February  17th  to  May  the  1st,  he  reports 
the  following  :

In  the  amount  of  contributions  for  other  Church  purposes,  is  included 
a  legacy  of  one  thousand  dollars  from  Mrs.  Harriett  L.  Gervais  "  to 
the  Rector  and  Minister  of  St.  Philip's,  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  the  income  and  interest  of  the  same  to  be  applied 
by  them  to  such  charitable  uses  as  their  judgment  may  direct." 
Agreeably  to  the  will  of  the  generous  donor,  the  said  capital  has  been 
invested  and  the  income  applied. 

In  the  amount  of  Missionary  contributions,  is  included  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  from  the  colored  members  of  St.  Philip's,  (and  a  few 
of  St.  Michael's,)  for  the  support  of  an  African  teacher  ;  also  $75  from 
the  Bible  Class  of  the  Assistant  Minister,  for  St.  Philip's  Scholarship 
in  Cape  Palmas  Female  Orphan  Asylum.  The  Sunday  School  chil- 
dren, and  those  of  the  Juvenile  Sewing  Society  of  St.  Philip's,  have 
contributed  also  $>5.63  cents  for  the  support  of  an  Indian  boy,  to  be 
educated  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  J.  L  Breck,  and  to  be 
named  Christopher  Edwards  Gadsden,  after  our  late  Bishop  and  Rector 
of  this  Parish.  The  children  were  catechised  every  Sunday  in  the 
Sunday  School,  by  one  of  the  ministers  of  St.  Philips's,  and  openly  in 
the  Church,  and  the  usual  number  of  Sundays.  The  weekly  service 
for  the  colored  members  has  been  continued,  uninterruptedly,  on 
every  Thursday  night ;  and  at  the  colored  School,  every  Sunday 
morning,  the  ministers  of  the  Parish  alternately  catechised  and  ad- 
dressed them,  concluding  with  prayer. 

The  Church  services  have,  in  all  respects,  been  as  in  the  last  report, 
with  one  exception. 

In  the  course  of  last  summer,  the  Rector  on  Communion  occasions, 
omitted  "  the  order  for  Daily  Morning  Prayer,"  under  the  sanction  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions 
passed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  on  the  "  Memorial  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
W.  A.  Muhlenburg  and  others  "  At  the  request  of  the  congregation, 
assembled  in  their  corporate  form,  the  Rector  restored  the  said  servi- 
ces omitted  ;  but  the  Vestry,  not  feeling  authorized  by  the  proceedings 
of  the  congregation,  or  their  own  views,  to  enter  into  any  arrangement 
with  the  Rector,  which  would  imply  an  omission  of  any  part  of  the 
"  Order  for  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany,  and  Communion  Service,"  on 
those  ecclesiastic  occasions  when  he  should  be  alone,  and  his  health 
not  being  adequate  to  sustain  them  all,  the  Rector  resigned  the  Parish 
on  the  16th  of  February,  1858.  His  report  terminates  at  that  date. 
The  correspondence  between  the  Vestry  and  Rector  of  St.  Philip's 
will  be  found  in  a  pamphlet,  published  by  the  Rector,  and  herewith 
sent  to  be  filed  among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese,  under  the  care  of  the 
Secretary.  Upon  terminating  his  connection  with  this  Parish,  now 
extending  over  eighteen  years,  the  Rector  is  gratified  that  he  cannot 
remember  an  appointed  day  of  public  worship  when  the  Sanctuary 
was  closed ;  and  since  his  Rectorship,  through  the  grace  of  God,  with  . 
the  aid  of  his  efficient  and  earnest  Assistant  Minister,  this  Parish  has 
steadily  advanced,  so  that  its  missionary  and  communion  alms  have 
nearly  doubled,  and  its  communicants,  both  white  and  colored,  have 
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considerably  increased  in  number,  notwithstanding  the  decease  of 
many.  He  trusts  that  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  flock  he  resigns, 
may  be  still  more  advanced  under  those  who  succeed,  and  that  he  may 
welcome  them  all  with  joy  in  the  presence  of  the  Lamb.  The  Rector 
has  officiated  a  part  of  almost  every  Sunday  since  his  resignation, 
either  aiding  his  clerical  brethren  or  preaching  to  the  colored  popula- 
tion in  the  country.

Branchville — At  the  request  of  D.  W.  Cameron,  Esq.,  I  officiated 
at  this  place  in  Temperance  Hall,  on  the  evening  of  April  14,  1858, 
which  it  is  believed  is  the  first  time  Divine  service,  according  to  the 
use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  was  ever  celebrated  in  that 
place. 

I  have  officiated  there  several  times  since,  and  baptized  several 
children.  The  Bishop  has  also  officiated  there  and  confirmed  1  person. 
I  have  received  many  expressions  of  gratitude  from  the  citizens  of 
Branchville  for  my  visits.  The  ministrations  of  the  Church  appear  to 
be  received  in  this  place  like  rain  upon  a  thirsty  soil. 

I  was  absent  from  my  parish  part  of  the  summer  of  1854.  I  am 
indebted  to  the  brotherly  kindness  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Neely  of  Augusta, 
Ga.,for  Divine  services  in  St.  Thaddseus's  Church,  during  my  absence. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  I  officiated  3  times  at  destitute  Mission- 
ary stations.    Administered  the  Lord's  Supper  once. 

On  one  occasion  also,  I  officiated  in  a  private  house,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  sick  person,  and  baptized  1  child. 

In  the  interior  of  Minnesota,  in  a  Squatter's  cabin,  I  administered 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  sick  man,  and  baptized  2  children.

Remarks. — This  report  covers  the  space  of  seven  months,  during 
which  the  present  Rector  has  had  charge  of  the  Parish.  In  the  in- 
terval that  elapsed  from  the  much  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Shanklin  no 
complete  record  of  the  Parish  had  been  kept  by  the  Clergy  who  had 
occasionally  supplied  the  pulpit.  The  number  of  communicants  is 
much  smaller  than  that  left  upon  Mr.  Shanklin's  list,  but  the  new  and 
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feebler  Parishes  in  Charleston,  chiefly  have  profited  by  our  loss.  A 
vacancy  in  a  parish  gives  a  favorable  opportunity  to  all  whom  attach- 
ment to  the  Rector  alone  prevents  from  joining  the  new  Church  that 
within  a  year  or  two  has  sprung  up  at  their  doors.  And  during  the 
fifteen  months  that  St.  Peter's  was  dependent  only  upon  occasional 
supplies,  weaker  parishes  grew  not  a  little  at  her  expense,  while  the 
sum  total  of  the  strength  of  the  Diocese  was  rather  increased  than 
diminished  by  the  transfer.  At  present,  the  congregations  are  good, 
and  by  the  blessing  of  God  we  shall  soon  fill  up  our  thinned  ranks.

Remarks. — This  new  Parish  has  been  formed  out  of  that  portion  of 
St.  Bartholomew's,  lying  along  the  Combahee  river.  Its  position  is 
favorable.  A  neat  brick  Church  has  been  erected  and  handsomely 
furnished.  Services  were  commenced  on  the  22d  July,  1857,  and  by  an 
arrangement  with  the  Vestry  of  St.  Bartholomew's,  the  same  Rector 
occupies  both  pulpits,  on  alternate  Sundays,  for  six  months  in  the 
year.  The  pews  are  nearly  all  taken,  and  the  attendance  has  been 
very  encouraging.  The  Church  was  not  consecrated  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed, on  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather.

As  our  enterprise  is  only  a  month  old  our  eyes  are  turned  to  the 
future,  we  believe  an  Episcopal  Church  is  needed  in  the  quarter  of 
the  city  in  which  we  are  located,  and  we  ask  the  prayers  of  our 
brethren  that  this  work  may  be  blessed  of  God  to  the  praise  and  glory 
of  His  grace.

my  place  was  kindly  supplied  by  one  of  the  brethren.  I  have  also 
held  several  week  day  services.

I  have  reported  forty  scholars  as 
connected  with  the  Sunday  School,  there  are  however  seldom  more 
than  one  half  out  at  a  time.  I  have  every  reason  to  trust  that  the 
Lord  will  continue  to  bless  my  efforts.

Though  interrupted  by  many 
sad  trials,  I  have  by  God's  help  collected  a  congregation  of  about  300 
negroes,  their  attendance  is  remarkably  regular,  and  their  behavior 
during  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  such  as  I  have  never  witnessed  in 
any  country  Church.  When  the  bell  rings  for  service  they  imme- 
diately enter  the  chapel  and  take  an  interest  in  every  portion  of  the 
services,  joining  audibly  in  all  the  responsive  parts.  They  observe 
very  carefully  the  different  postures  required  by  the  Church  in  regard 
to  prayer,  praise  and  other  portions  of  the  service.  The  chapel  is 
now  ready  for  consecration,  it  is  conveniently  situated  for  the  attend- 
ance of  negroes  from  thirty  plantations  ;  a  few  whites  also  attend. — 
That  God  will  bless  the  efforts  now  made  for  the  salvation  of  our 
slaves  is  the  constant  prayer  of  the  Missionary.

it  greatly  improved, — though  because  of  deaths,  removals,  and  the 
withdrawals  of  a  few  from  various  causes,  it  has  shared  the  fluctuating 
fate,  common  to  all  country  congregations.  So  far  as  the  attendance 
can  be  counted  as  an  indication,  the  state  of  the  Church  is  encourag- 
ing, but  the  actually  supporting  members  are  a  minority.  To  some, 
he  hopes  his  ministrations  have  been  blessed  in  its  best  idea, — while 
to  others,  whom  he  has  been  unable  to  profit,  he  trusts  his  successor 
will  be  all  they  look  for,  and  can  desire.  It  is  with  an  especial  view 
to  this  class,  that  he  resigns,  and  declines  to  recall  his  resignation. 
Another  may  accomplish  what,  to  his  regret,  he  has  with  all  his  anx- 
iety, been  incompetent  to  effect,  and  on  so  vital  a  point  as  the  profit- 
able communication  of  Gospel  truth,  he  would  not  for  the  world,  stand 
a  hinderance  to  any. 

In  parting  from  a  congregation  so  long  served,  the  Rector  is  grati- 
fied to  know,  that,  with  perhaps  as  slight  an  exception  as  is  to  be 
found  in  most  communities,  and  worshipping  assemblies,  he  leaves 
those,  who  entertain  for  him,  as  they  assure  him,  the  friendliest  feel- 
ings, and  most  sincere  and  respectful  regard.  And  he  would  put  on 
record,  that  throughout  his  pastoral  connection,  he  has  received  a  uni- 
form, and  almost  universal  expression  of  courtesy  and  good  will. 

In  resigning  his  place  on  the  Building  Committee,  he  thinks  it  well 
to  state,  that,  at  last,  after  much  trouble  by  reason  of  the  exorbitant 
charges  of  workmen,  a  favorable  contract  has  been  signed  for  the  re- 
storation of  Sheldon  Church.

— Four  hundred  dollars  of  this  amount  were  contributed 
by  the  Ladies'  Working  Society,  to  various  objects,  foreign  and  do- 
mestic Fourteen  hundred  dollars  not  included  above,  have  been  sub- 
scribed by  the  congregation  to  get  rid  of  an  old  debt,  not  yet  quite 
extinguished.  One  life  member  and  28  annual  subscribers,  have  been 
obtained  for  the  Church  Building  Society  ;  and  25  subscribers,  at  $5 
per  annum*  to  the  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society,  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  its  publications  in  the  Southern  States. 

There  have  been  many  changes  among  the  members  of  our  congre- 
gation. Six  families  have  left  the  State.  Six  have  united  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  new  Church  of  St.  Luke.  Two  families,  numbering 
22  persons,  and  5  communicants,  have  removed  to  Laurens ;  thus  giv- 
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ing  an  addition  to  the  dormant  Church  in  that  place,  able  and  willing 
to  revive  it,  if  the  aid  of  a  minister  can  be  obtained. 

Five  of  the  Baptisms  reported  were  administered  in  Williamsburg 
District,  where  there  is  no  Episcopal  Church  or  minister  ;  and  where 
I  married  a  couple,  one  of  whom  had  belonged  to  my  congregation  in 
Charleston,

Report  of  the  Rev.  William  T.  Potter. 

Camden,  May  24,  1858. 

Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : — In  God's  providence,  since  my  last 
report  to  the  Convention,  I  have  officiated  each  Lord's  Day,  with  two 
exceptions,  at  Clarendon,  from  May  till  November.  My  services  were 
equally  divided  between  the  white  and  colored  congregations.  For 
the  former,  each  Lord's  Day  morning,  and  the  latter,  every  evening. 
On  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month,  I  administered  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per at  Gum  Swamp,  to  50  or  60  communicants,  colored,  after  Morning 
Service,  at  the  Sand-Hills.  I  am  unable  to  give  an  exact  record  of 
the  colored  baptisms ;  but  believe  it  was  three  adults  and  nine  chil- 
dren. Two  colored  members  were  restored  to  the  privilege  of  full 
communion,  forfeited  by  misconduct  some  years  ago,-— upon  their 
avowed  sorrow  and  repentance.  I  buried  by  the  office  of  our  Church 
two  whites,  one  a  member  of  the  Church,  the  other  a  visitor  of  a 
church  family.  Since  November,  I  alternated  between  my  own  place 
and  a  small  Church  on  Kane's  Neck — having  much  the  best  atten- 
dance at  the  former,  usually  from  50  to  70  worshippers — a  Sunday 
School  of  26  to  30  scholars.    Before  leaving  to  fill  an  appointment  for 
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an  absent  Brother,  I  had  application  from  16  of  my  own  slaves,  for 
adult  baptism.    All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Report  of  Christ  Church,  Wilton,  ending  August  23,  1857.

I  have,  however,  accepted  a  call 
to  the  charge  of  "  Christ  Church,"  a  new  Parish  lately  organized  in 
Columbia,  in  accordance  with  Canon  ix.,  1853,  section  4,  under  the 
5th  provision  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church. 

The  above  record  of  my  ministerial  services,  is  not  materially  af- 
fected by  this  change. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  Hamilton  Quinby,  Missionary  at  Pineville,  fyc.

Remarks. — The  above  is  a  view  of  my  Missionary  work,  from  the 
5th  of  June,  1857,  to  the  9th  of  the  same  month,  1858  ;  to  which  I 
would  add,  2  Sunday  and  7  Week-day  services,  performed  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Rector,  at  his  request. % 


At  the  time  of  my  ordination,  (February  22nd,  1857,)  I  was  engaged 
as  a  private  tutor  in  the  Parish  of  Lower  St.  John's,  and  continued  as 
such  until  the  latter  part  of  the  ensuing  April.  During  that  time,  I 
preached  three  times  at  the  Parish  Church,  for  the  Rector,  (assisting 
him  at  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  other  services, 
on  several  occasions,)  and  fourteen  times  on  different  plantations.  I 
have  also  preached  for  and  assisted  various  other  brethren — preachiug 
in  all,  208  times — assisting  in  the  Holy  Communion,  10  times. 

Zion  Church,  Richland. 
The  Rev.  Edward  Reed,  Rector. 

Families — white,  14 ;  colored,  unknown.  Communicants,  white, 
16  ;  colored,  55.  Non-Communicants,  8  white  ;  Children  under  four- 
teen, 28  white.  Baptisms,  3  white  children.  Marriages,  7  colored. 
Colored  children  catechized,  36,  on  three  plantations,  10  times.  Ser- 
vices at  Zion  Church,  16  times  ;  Lower  Church,  14  times  ;  Planta- 
tions, 13  times ;  School-house  near  Gov.  Adams's,  3  times;  whole 
number  of  times,  46. 

Remarks. — In  the  neighborhood  of  Gov.  Adams,  a  Church  has 
been  organized  under  the  name  of  St.  John's  Church,  Richland.

Cross,"  and  at  several  plantations.  On  two  plantations  there  are 
Chapels.  Mr.  Legrand  Guerry,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  is  the 
Parish  Catechist ;  and  is  diligent  in  the  instruction  of  the  negroes. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  N.  Lucas  has  sole  charge  of  St.  Matthew's  Chapel, 
near  Providence.

During  the  summer  months, 
there  is  a  Sunday  School  opened  in  Pinopolis,  for  the  white  children. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  Seely. 

Since  the  last  Convention  of  our  Church  in  this  Diocese,  I  have  of- 
ficiated as  follows  : 

Up  to  the  first  of  December,  I  held  Divine  Service  and  preached 
once  on  each  Lord's  Day  in  North  Edisto  Academy.  Since  that 
time,  with  the  permission  of  the  Commissioners,  I  have  held  Divine 
Service  twice,  and  sometimes  three  times  on  each  Lord's  Day  in  Lex- 
ington Court  House,  with  the  exception  of  two  days,  on  one  of  which 
I  was  prevented  by  inclement  weather ;  on  the  other  by  sickness. 

I  have  buried  one  person,  my  own  dear  son,  who  departed  this  life 
on  the  4th  of  March. 

I  have  distributed  one  dozen  Prayer  Books,  and  some  seventy  or 
eighty  Tracts,  and  other  religious  books. 

We  have  here  some  three  or  four  families  who  profess  an  attach- 
ment to  the  Church,  and  some  five  or  six  communicants.

Children  catechized  usually  on  the  last  Sunday  in  each  month,  about 
40  white.  Confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  10  white.  Sunday  School, 
Teachers,  8  white  ;  Scholars,  from  40  to  60  white.  Subjects  of  In- 
struction, Beavens's  Catechism  and  on  the  Articles,  Questions  on  the 
Collects  and  on  the  Gospels  and  Acts,  Claxton's  Questions,  Trapier's 
Catechism,  Easy  Questions,  and  Watts's  Hymns.  Public  Worship, 
Trinity  Church,  every  Sunday  and  Friday,  and  every  Fast  and  Festi- 
val duty,  with  but  few  interruptions. 

Communion  Alms,  $351.  Out  of  this  sum,  beside  what  has  been 
distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  Church  and  Parish,  the  quotas  of 
the  Church  to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  to  the  Convention  expenses, 
have  been  paid.    Contributions  have  been  made  from  it,  also,  to  pur- 
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poses  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  and  with  the  Church  build- 
ing and  grounds,  and  certain  Church  institutions  within  the  Diocese. 
Diocesan  Missions,  $261.10.  Of  this  sum,  $65  were  given  to  the  Bishop, 
$30  of  which  were  included  in  the  amount  acknowledged  by  him  in  his 
address  to  the  last  Convention.  The  balance,  say  $196.10,  were  col- 
lections made  in  behalf  of  sundry  Churches  in  the  Diocese,  needing 
aid  in  the  erection  of  their  Church  edifices.  Domestic  Missions,  $201.- 
15;  Foreign  Missions,  $113.89  ; — $100  have  been  contributed  further 
to  missions  within  the  United  States,  not  coming  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Domestic  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Parochial  School  is  still  in  operation  ;  but  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  same,  are  wholly  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Ladies  of  the  congregation,  by  whom  the  school  was  origi- 
nated and  is  sustained. 

The  Rector  gratefully  acknowledges  the  kindness  of  his  brethren, 
the  Rev.  C.  Bruce  Walker,  and  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  Jr.,  in  ren- 
dering him  occasional  and  acceptable  aid  in  the  services  of  the  Sanc- 
tuary. To  the  former  especially,  is  he  indebted  not  only  for  regularly 
assisting  him  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  but  for 
taking  spiritual  charge  of  his  Parish  when  absent,  and  for  valuable  of- 
fices in  his  Sunday  School. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Taylor,  M.  D.,  late  Missionary  to  the  Blacks 
in  the  vicinity  of  Blvffton. 

I  went  to  Bluffton  the  last  part  of  April,  1857,  and  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  mission,  catechizing  weekly  on  the  plantations,  from  two 
hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  children,  the  number  varying,  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  the  plantations.  I  catechized  and 
preached  on  two  plantations,  once  a  fortnight,  on  Sunday.  I  also 
preached  in  Bluffton  several  times,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  Rev. 
James  Stoney,  M.  D.,  and  of  his  assistant,  Rev.  J.  B.  Seabrook. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  mission,  I  found  much  to  inter- 
est me  ;  the  children,  for  the  most  part,  were  attentive,  and  disposed 
to  learn,  some  of  them  evincing  much  proficiency.  I  was  recently 
quite  gratified  in  meeting  with  a  gentleman  who  owned  one  of  the 
plantations  that  was  under  my  care  :  he  informed  me  that  the  children 
were  very  anxious,  when  he  went  among  them,  to  repeat  hymns,  etc., 
which  I  had  learned  them,  and  for  this  purpose  would  often  follow 
him.  This  catechizing  of  the  children  I  look  upon  as  promising  much 
for  good  hereafter.  It  has  a  restraining,  softening,  and  civilizing  in- 
fluence, and  the  Scripture  truths  committed  to  memory  will,  doubtless, 
be  often  blessed  to  the  conversion  of  the  soul.  Seed  sown  in  prayer, 
and  faith,  will  bring  forth  fruit :  one  sows,  and  another  witnesses  the 
production  of  the  fruit.  An  interesting  incident  I  will  mention,  being 
one  of  several  I  witnessed. 

While  catechizing  a  class,  an  aged  African  came  and  took  his  seat 
near  me  on  the  floor ;  when  I  had  finished  with  the  class,  I  turned  to 
him  and  asked  if  he  would  like  to  hear  something  of  his  soul ;  his  re- 
ply was,  that  he  had  come  for  that  purpose.    In  conversing  with  him, 
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it  became  evident  that  God's  Spirit  was  dealing  with  him.  The  past 
days,  he  said,  had  been  dark  days  ;  but  now  there  was  light ;  "mosser," 
said  he,  "  I  dry  for  God's  Word." 

I  regretted  the  necessity  that  compelled  me  to  leave  this  mission  ; 
my  heart  was  in  the  work,  and  I  experienced  much  comfort  in  dis- 
charging the  duties  thereof.  About  the  first  of  September,  I  was  sud- 
denly taken  ill,  perhaps  from  the  effect  of  more  exposure  to  the  sun 
(on  land  and  water)  than  I  had  been  of  late  accustomed  to.  After  re- 
covering from  the  attack,  I  came  to  Orangeburgh  to  recruit.  The 
Rev.  James  Stoney,  who  has  charge  of  the  mission,  thought  it  would 
be  highly  imprudent  for  me  to  return,  with  a  view  of  continuing  on 
the  mission. 

St.  John's,  John's  Island.

Public  Wor- 
ship, St.  John's  Parish  Church,  47  Sundays,  4  other  days  ;  Rockville 
Chapel,  11  Sundays,  24  other  days;  Legareville  Chapel,  10  Sundays, 
1  other  day  ;  whole  number  of  times,  97.  Besides  the  Parish  Church 
and  Chapels  at  Rockville  and  Legareville,  there  is  on  Wadmalaw  a 
neat  Chapel  in  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jenkins  officiates  every  Sunday  to 
the  negroes.  It  is  in  comtemplation  to  erect  a  similar  one  for  the 
same  purpose  on  John's  Island.  Contributions,  Communion  Alms, 
$155.50;  Missions,  Diocesan,  $267;  Domestic,  $20;  other  Church 
purposes,  $783  ;  total,  $1225.50. 

Remarks. — As  I  find  it  impossible  with  the  means  at  present  within 
reach  to  make  out  even  an  approximate  list  of  the  colored  communi- 
cant, I  prefer  to  postpone  any  report  for  this  year,  the  number  pres- 
ent at  each  communion,  average  about  150. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Raul  Trapier,  Presbyter,  near  Lynchburg,  Va. 

In  June  last,  I  came  to  this  place  in  search  of  health  for  my  family 
and  self,  under  advice  of  my  physician. 

The  means  suggested  have  been  blessed  of  God,  and  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  resume  the  exercise  of  my  ministry  by  the  end  of  this  year. 

While  here  I  have  been  officiating  occasionally  for  the  Rector  of 
the  Church  in  Lynchburg,  and  teaching  statedly  every  week,  for  seve- 
ral months  past,  a  Bible  class  of  ladies  of  his  congregation.

Children  catechized  in  Sunday  School, 
on  all  Sundays,  50  white.  Confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  on  two  occa- 
sions, 15  white,  3  colored  ;  total,  18.  Sunday  School,  Teachers,  9  ; 
Scholars,  75  white,  23  colored  ;  total.  100  ;  Average  attendance,  irre- 
gular, and  much  less.  Subjects  of  Instruction,  Catechism,  Scripture 
Lessons,  Collects,  Hymns,  &c.  Public  Worship,  St.  Stephen's  Chapel, 
96  Sundays,  90  other  days;  whole  number  of  times,  293;  Church 
Home,  312  days;  total,  605.  Contributions,  Communion  Alms,  $209. 
68  ;  Rent  of  School  Rooms,  $137.50  ;  Collections  at  two  anniversaries 
of  Sunday  Schools,  $27.56  ;  total,  $374.74.  Donations,  by  charitable 
persons  out  of  this  congregation,  for  St.  Stephen's  Poor,  $467.80  ; 
Collections  on  Sundays,  for  expenses  of  Chapel,  $228  ;  total,  $1070.54. 

Remarks. — All  Communion  Alms  and  Donations  are  expended  for 
the  Poor  ;  and  double  the  above  amount  would  be  well  applied.  Rents 
and  collections  on  Whit-Tuesdays,  are  spent  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Sunday  School  and  Library. 

Divine  service  is  held  every  Wednesday  night,  with  a  lecture  al- 
ways extemporaneous,  and  on  Friday  mornings  in  the  Chapel.  Also 
every  night  in  the  week,  except  when  specially  hindered,  at  the  Church 
Home.  Full  courses  of  lectures  have  been  given  on  Confirmation ; 
and  during  Lent  on  our  Lord's  passion.  Nearly  all  the  newly  con- 
firmed have  become  communicants.  But  what  shows  remarkably  the 
fluctuating  character  of  this  congregation,  is  the  fact,  that  while  there 
has  been  the  large  addition  of  forty  five  to  the  Communion,  there  re- 
mains, after  removals,  &c,  only  an  increase  of  one  to  the  whole  number. 

For  five  months  I  was  not  allowed  a  day  free  from  suffering  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health.  But  the  public  services  have  been  interrupted 
only  on  one  day.  I  have  reason  to  thank  God  that  I  am  now  re- 
stored, at  least  for  the  present. 

The  Church  Home  has  occupied  much  of  my  attention  and  care  ; 
but  not  without  the  most  encouraging  fruits,  temporal  and  spiritual. 
Two  of  the  more  advanced  children  have  been  confirmed  and  become 
apparently  devout  communicants.  Three,  (two  adults  and  one  orphan 
girl,)  have  departed,  in  the  joyful  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection. 

The  moral  and  industrial  state  of  the  Institution  is  most  satisfactory  ; 
and  it  only  requires  a  fuller  treasury  to  make  it  an  instrument  of  in- 
calculable good. 

The  Mission  is  one  of  constant  change,  of  mingled  promise  and  dis- 
couragement.   The  interest  it  inspires  in  the  mind  of  the  Missionary, 
10 
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is  of  the  intensest  kind.  But  be  is  not  without  fear,  that  the  double 
labor  imposed  by  the  necessity  of  teaching,  to  supply  the  deficiency  of 
an  inadequate  salary,  may  prove  too  much  for  his  strength.

Families,  84  white,  colored  not 
exactly  known.  Families  that  worship  part  of  the  year  in  other  par- 
ishes, 12.  Children,  white,  about  45  catechised  from  time  to  time  in 
Church.  Confirmed  by  the  Bishop  in  Parish  Church,  white,  9,  colored, 
21 ;  total,  30.  Sunday  Schools,  white  Teachers,  8,  scholars,  57 ; 
Teachers  in  colored  school,  8,  scholars,  70.  Worship  in  Parish  Church, 
74  Sundays ;  other  days,  57.  Services  specially  for  the  negroes  in 
town,  35  times.  Communion  Alms,  $211.05;  Diocesan  Missions,  0  ; 
Mission  to  slaves  in  parish,  about  $270  ;  Domestic,  $50.25  ;  Foreign, 
$1,223.97 ;  Church  Building,  Education  for  Ministers,  and  other 
Church  and  charitable  purposes,  as  far  as  known,  $2,520. 

Remarks. — A  considerable  number  of  additional  pews,  (15,)  chiefly 
for  free  sittings,  have  been  made  in  the  Parish  Church.  It  is  intended 
to  add  eight  more.  The  present  number  of  pews  on  the  ground  floor, 
is  102.  The  galleries,  given  exclusively  to  the  negroes,  contain  36 
large  pews.  A  church-like  and  commodious  house,  55  by  2S  feet,  has 
been  erected  in  the  town  for  the  use  of  'the  slaves  and  free  people  of 
color.  We  call  it  "  Grace  Chapel."  By  the  report  of  the  Missionary, 
it  will  be  seen  that  a  similar  Chapel  has  been  built  for  the  use  of  some 
of  the  neighboring  plantation  negroes. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker,  Missionary. 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  baptized  40  adult  negroes  and  30  chiL 
dren.  Two  hundred  little  negroes  have  been  religiously  instructed 
upon  alternate  Sundays.  I  have  held  service  upon  three  plantations, 
preaching  and  teaching  the  negroes.  St.  Stephen's  Chapel  was  con- 
secrated to  the  service  of  God  in  February.  The  congregations  here, 
have  been  very  interesting,  composed  of  masters  and  servants.  There 
are  80  communicants  ;  24  were  confirmed.  The  Church  has  been  and  is 
increasing  rapidly.

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riages,  1  wliitc.  Burials,  1  white.  Communicants,  35  white,  12  col- 
ored ;  Removed,  3  white  ;  Added,  1  white  ;  Non-Communicants,  47 
white;  Families,  24;  Families  belonging  to  another  parish,  1.  Sun- 
day Scholars,  25  white,  and  about  20  colored.  Public  Worship,  52 
Sundays,  and  2  other  days.  Contributions,  Communion  Alms,  $36  ; 
Foreign  Missions,  $285  ;  Church  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  $105  ;  total,  $426. 

St.  Luke's  Parish,  Grahamville. 

The  Rev.  J.  V.  Welch,  Missionary  to  Blacks. 

During  the  last  year  I  have  been  laboring  as  Missionary  to  the  col- 
ored population  at  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon,  from  January  1st,  1857? 
to  February  10th,  and  from  February  22d  to  June  3d,  1858,  in  St. 
Luke's,  Grahamville.  The  number  of  plantations  under  my  charge 
the  last  year,  21  ;  the  number  at  this  time,  19  ;  the  number  of  slaves 
the  last  year,  about  1,600  ;  the  number  at  this  time,  about  1,385.  I 
have  held  meetings  on  Sundays  and  other  days  for  Divine  worship, 
and  catechetical  instruction  at  the  plantations  in  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon, 
also  at  Messrs.  Moores',  Stateburg,  28  times ;  number  of  times  from 
February  22d,  1857,  to  June  3d,  1858,  at  St.  Luke's,  Grahamville,  on 
Sundays  and  other  days  at  the  plantations,  is  554  ;  the  whole  number 
of  times  at  Clarendon  and  Grahamville  is  382.  On  Sunday,  Decem- 
ber 14th,  I  assisted  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Marshall  in  Charleston.  At  Clar- 
endon and  Grahamville  I  assisted  the  Rector  on  several  occasions.  I 
have  baptized  2  adults  and  57  children.  Marriages,  1  white  and.  5 
colored.  Burials,  1  white  and  8  colored.  Catechetical  instruction  is 
given  on  almost  every  occasion.  Congregations  large  and  attentive. 
I  have  met  with  a  great  deal  of  encouragment,  in  my  new  field  of 
labor.  I  have  made  a  collection  among  some  of  the  slaves  in  Graham- 
ville, for  the  African  Mission,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  found  them 
glad  of  the  privilege  of  contributing  their  mite,  to  impart  to  their 
brethren  the  saving  truths  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Contributions  re- 
ceived, $9.27. 

P.  S. — Children  catechized  on  week  days  at  the  plantations.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH-CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Of  acceding  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina  accedes  to,  recognizes  and  adopts 
the  general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Stated  Meetings. 

A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in  Charleston,  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  February,  or  at  such  time,  and  in  such  place,  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by 
the  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Members  of  Convention. 

Section  1.— The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 

Section  2. — The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  and  the  Minister, 
or  Ministers  of  every  Episcopal  Church  in  union  with  this  Convention,  shall  always  be, 
ex  officio,  a  member  or  members  of  this  Convention,  with  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters 
requiring  the  suffrages  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  Convention,  unless  he  has  been  actually,  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  the 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his 
station :  Provided,  also,  that  no  Clergyman,  otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in 
Convention,  shall,  by  reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Section  3. — Every  other  Clergyman  of  the  Church  being  a  Missionary,  officiating 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  any 
benevolent  or  other  public  institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member 
of  this  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  involving  the 
temporal  concerns  of  the  Churches.  The  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  this  Article 
shall  also  apply  to  the  preceding  part  of  this  section.  Every  other  Clergyman,  being 
an  instructor  of  youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning,  constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical 
authority,  in  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  or 
being  prevented  by  age  and  infirmity  from  exercising  his  clerical  functions,  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  prvileges  of  a  member  of  this  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  the 
right  to  vote. 
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Section  4.— Lay-Delegates  not  exceeding  four  (4)  in  number,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
respective  Episcopal  Churches,  in  union  with  this  Convention,  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  those  Churches  respectively  to  represent  them  in  Convention  ;  the  Delegates  to 
be  elected  in  such  manner  and  time,  as  each  Church  shall  deem  proper,  to  serve  for  one 
stated  Convention.  They  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in  Con- 
vention, produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election.  For  special  Conventions, 
special  elections  shall  be  held. 

Section  5. — No  member  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  Churches,  or  shall,  in 
any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Section  6. — A  Lay-Member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Convention  as  a  Delegate 
from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention,)  be  per- 
mitted to  relinquish  his  seat,  and  take  a  seat  as  the  Delegate  of  another  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quorum* 

Ten  flO)  Members  of  the  Clerical  Order,  and  Lay-Representatives  of  ten  (10) 
Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  generally;  but  any 
number  of  either  Order,  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  a 
quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President  of  the  Convention.  But  in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  the  President  of  the  Convention,  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding 
officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

A  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be,  ex  officio,  Treasurer,  shall  be  annually  chosen,  ( and 
continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed^  who  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records, 
and  give  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any 
stated  or  special  meetings  of  the  Convention  ;  and  this  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  six 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  such  Convention.  He  shall  also  keep  regular  aecounts  of 
all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers,  relative  and  belonging  to 
the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII, 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.— A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  and 
five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Committee  be  appointed. 

Section  2. — At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they  shall  choose  one  of 
the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their 
Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and 
business  of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose  alone ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  to  attest  their  public  acts,  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they 
may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and 
papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  may  have  been 
entrusted  to  him. 

Section  3. — They  shall  present  to  each  annual  Convention,  an  abstract  of  the  minutes 
of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Convention, 
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Section  4. — Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Special  Meetings. 
Section  1. — The  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  and  such 
meeting  shall  be  held  where  the  authority  calling  it  shall  determine  ;  and  at  such  spe- 
cial meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted,  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling 
the  Convention. 

Skction  2. — No  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  bo  called  for  the  election  of 
a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  Voting  in  Convention. 
On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution,  the  members  shall 
deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body  but  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Delegatoin  from  any 
two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually,  and  the  Lay-Delegates  by  Churches,  (a  majority  of  each  Delegation  hav- 
ing one  vote,)  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a 
decision. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 
In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  a  majority  of  each 
Order  shall  determine  a  choice  :  Provided,  That  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  a  vote,  and  two-thirds  ( 2-3ds )  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation 
be  present ;  otherwise,  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  present,  shall  be 
necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 
A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumerated  in  the  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention  "  of  offences  for  which  Ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished,11 
and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Convention.    The  trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the 
mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  Admission  of  Churches  or  Parishes  into  the  Convention. 
Whenever  a  Church  or  Parish,  not  now  entitled  to  a  representation,  shall  be  desir- 
ous of  uniting  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  they  shall  apply  by 
letter  to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  stating  the  due  organization  of  their  Church,  the  election  of  their  Vestry^ 
men  and  Church 'Wardens,  their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  Minister  and 
their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now  or 
hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  the  authority  ot  the  same.  And  at  the  Convention  next  suc- 
ceeding the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shall  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  Convention  for  their  decision  thereon.  Should  the  Conven- 
tion make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said  Church  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with 
the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese :  Provided  always,  That  the  Delegates 
of  the  Church  or  Parish,  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allow- 
ed a  vote  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  which  their  Church  or  Parish  is  admit- 
ted. But  no  Lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Church  or  Parish,  which  has  for 
three  (3)  successive  years  neglected  to  elect  a  Vestry  and  Wardens,  or  to  pay  its  quota 
to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  '  XIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1. — At  every  annual  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention. 

Section  2. — In  case  any  Deputy,  appointed  as  above,  shall  decline  such  appoint- 
ment, or  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inform  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of 
his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee ;  and  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  tho 
Standing  Committee  may  appoint  a  substitute  for  any  deputy  so  declining,  or  unable  to 
attend:  Provided.  That  such  substitute  be  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South-Carolina. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any  Article  be  adopt- 
ed, unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  Article  be  proposed,  considered  and  concur- 
red in  by  a  majority  at  one  Convention,  and  concurred  iu  by  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the 
Churches  present  at  a  BoLsequeiil  tuuveauou. 


CANONS. 


CANON  I. 

On  making  Collections  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund. 

t  Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  diocese,  or  his  Assistant,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  preach  in  every  Church  under  his  care,  a  Sermon  on  the 
nature  and  duties  of  the  Episcopal  office  ;  and  the  Vestry  of  each  Church  are  requested 
to  make  a  collection  annually  in  aid  of  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund  ;  or,  in  lieu  of  such 
collection,  the  Minister  and  Vestry  of  such  Church  may  substitute  an  annual  contribution. 
Passed  1822.    Amended  1826. 

CANON  II. 

Providing  for  an  accurate  vievj  of  the  State  of  the  Church* 

Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall,  at  the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  deliver  of 
transmit  to  the  Bishop,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven* 
tion,  an  accurate  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marria- 
ges and  Burials,  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  during  the  interval  since  the  last  Convention, 
the  names  of  places  where,  and  how  often  in  each,  Divine  Service  has  been  held; 
the  number  of  families,  specifying-  how  many  of  them  belong  likewise  to  other 
Congregations;  the  number  of  Communicants,  stating  the  changes  by  admission, 
removal,  death,  and  suspension ;  the  number  of  adults,  and  of  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age;  the  number  catechized,  and  on  how  many  Sundays  ;  whether 
there  be  any  Sunday  School,  and  if  any,  the  number  of  children,  and  of  teachers,  and 
the  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  same;  also,  the  amount  of  Communion  alms,  the  con- 
tributions for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign  ;  for  Parochial  schools,  and  for 
Church  purposes  of  whatever  kind;  and,  generally,  all  such  other  matters  as  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  Church  under  his  care. 

In  each  case,  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported  distinctively  ;  and  all 
reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  and  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  entered 
upon  the  Journal,  conformably  to  Canon  XII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1853.— 
Passed  1854.    Amended  1857. 

CANON  III. 

Trial  of  a  Minister. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  an  Ecclesiastical  Court,  a 
charge  shall  be  made  in  the  first  place  to  the  Standing  Committee  in  writing-,  under 
the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this 
Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who 
will  prove  the  same  ;  with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to  any  other  evidence  re- 
quired. If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will 
constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Can- 
ons of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for  the 
good  of  the  Church,  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had,  they  shall  ascertain 
whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused  upon  his  trial;  and  if  satisfied, 
they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the 
accused  with  the  offence  or  offences  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the  evi- 
dence, and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place, 
and  circumstances,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 


Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith  cause  to 
be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  who,  for  the  time 
being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein,  (excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting 
Presbyters,  and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee;)  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the 
said  names  to  be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age;  and  the  said  twelve 
',;!  es  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a  copy  of  the 
said  !i.-'  and  of  the  pi  esent  incut  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  reside:  ce.  Within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of 
three  of  ihe  Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and  the 
Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  strike  oft  the  names  of 
three  more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify 
the  Bishop  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names 
as  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off;  and  in  each  case,  the  six  remaining 
Presbyters  shall  constitute  a  Council  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Six.  3.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  public  or 
in  private,  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint.  Tt  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  fail  to  meet  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed, it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day.  and  from  day  to  clay,  for  the  space  of 
three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it 
apperrs  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may 
be  present,  being  not  less  than  four,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secre- 
tary  ;  the  first  from  their  own  body,  and  the  Litter  from  their  own  body,  or  otherwise; 
and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall 
be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  writ- 
ten down  by  the  Secretary,  and,  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its 
proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may  be  called  upon 
by  the  Council  to  administer  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  the  witnesses,  and  upon  all 
questions,  the  Common  Law  shall  furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more  of  the 
Profession  of  the  Law  to  be  its  Assessors  ;  who  may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings. 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Council  an  opinion  upon  any  question  which  may 
arise,  upon  which  the  Council  or  any  member  thereof,  or  the  prosecuting  or  accused, 
party  shall  desire  an  opinion,  but  without  any  voice  in  the  decision  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Council,  shall  be 
served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meeting;  and  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by 
their  President,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  col- 
lect and  present  the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  also  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  Counsel  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  may  see  fit  to  prescribe. 

Sec  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may  proceed  to  trial  in  his  ab- 
sence, or,  for  good  cause  showm,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  then 
fail  to  appear,  the  Council  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who.  there- 
upon shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry ;  but  such  sentence 
may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall 
report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that  end- 
before  the  Council ;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop  in  view  of  the 
Charges  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  the 
accused,  to  the  Bishop  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot 
be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness  ;  and 
the  partyapplying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days  notice  of  the  lime  and  place 
of  taking  the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be 
examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given,  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day.  exclusive 
of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed 
by  the  witness,  and  certified  by  ihe  Commissioner  under  seal,  to  the  Council. 
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Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council  shall  declare,  in  a  writing 
to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused 
guilty,  or  not  guilty — and  if  guilty,  suggesting  what  sentence  in  their  opinion,  ought  to 
be  pronounced.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  the 
proceedings,  to  the  Bishop  ;  whereupon,  it' the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall 
pronounce  such  sentence,  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  suggested 
by  the  Council,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if,  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  anew  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in 
which  case,  a  new  Council  shall  be  constituted,  as  herein  before  provided,  (excluding 
the  members  of  the  former  Council,)  before  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted, 
as  before  provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the  Bishop,  (such  con- 
fession being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by  the  Council,)  shall  proceed  to 
pass  sentence  ;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused  shall 
neither  admit  or  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the;  Convention,  at  its  next 
session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and 
his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering  with  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Cummittee,  to  institute  an 
inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  37  of  1832,  of  the  General  Convention. 
And  whenever  upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical 
Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  just  ground  for  the 
public  rumors,  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  facts,  and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  fur- 
ther proceedings  shall  be  had,  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been 
made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  Canon  third,  entitled,  "  Trial  of  a  Clergyman,"  is  hereby  repealed,  and 
this  Canon  substituted  therefor.  Passed  1855. 

Sec.  13.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Convention.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount 
in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  seve-ai 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to 
the  expenses  of  the  Convention  by  the  Fifth  Standing  Resolution.         Passed  1856. 

CANON  IV. 

A  list  to  be  made  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  1. — Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  eveiy  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  prepare,  or 
cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  can- 
onically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures  or  parish- 
es, or  of  their  stations  as  miss  ionaries  or  chaplains,  or  of  the  colleges,  academies,  or  other 
seminaries  of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which  they  are 
engaged,  or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions  or  institutions 
of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shad  have  been  called  to  order  on  the  first  day  of 
meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  Such  list  shall  then 
be  refered  to  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen,  appointed  by  the  Chair,  who  shall  forth- 
with consider  and  report  who  of  the  Clergymen,  on  said  list,  are  entitled  to  all  the  privil- 
eges of  members  of  the  Convention ;  who  are  entitled  to  said  privileges,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  Churches ; 
who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  to  votes,  and  who  are  not  entitled  to  either  seats  or 
votes.  Such  list,  thus  reported  and  approved  of  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  appended 
to  the  Journal,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  every  General  Convention. 

Section  2. — No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on 
said  list. 
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Section  3. — The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention, 
shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the 
Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Section  4.-— The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admission  of  Minis- 
ters into  this  Diocese,  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed 
upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized  Ministers  of  this  Church.  And  his  certifi- 
cate shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 

CANON  V. 

Of  persons  wishing  to  he  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person,  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  make 
application  in  writing,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous  occupa- 
tion. He  will  also  be  expected  to  furnish  the  Committee  with  the  testimonials  required 
by  the  third  (3d)  Cauou  of  the  General  Convention  of  185G,  and  give  them  evidence 
that  he  has  informed  the  Bishop  of  bis  intention,  according  to  the  requisitions  of  the 
same  Canon. 


RULES  OE  ORDER. 


I.  Tlie  opening  of  the  Convention  shall  always  be  preceded  by  the 
Morning  Service  of  the  Church,  a  Sermon,  and  the  administration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  or 
the  Bishop  be  not  present,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee. The  business  of  every  succeeding  day  shall  be  introduced  with 
the  Morning  Service,  and  the  business  of  every  day  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  pronounced  by  the  President. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  each  Annual  Convention,  when  the  President 
shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  shall  first  call  over,  in  alpha- 
betical order,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats.  He  shall 
then  call  over  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  when  the  Dele- 
gates shall  lay  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table.  These  shall 
be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Three,  who  shall  forthwith  examine 
them,  and  report  to  the  Convention.  A  constitutional  quorum  having 
been  found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly 
organized.  Should  the  Committee  have  considered  any  testimonials 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  now  be  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 

III.  The  further  order  of  business  for  the  firs'  day  of  the  session  of 
the  Convention,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  consideration  of  the  application  of  Churches,  or  Parishes,  for 
admission  into  the  Convention. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day 
of  the  next  annual  Convention. 

5.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  two  Standing  Committees, 
viz  :  the  Committee  on  unfinished  Business,  one  (I)  Clergyman  and 
two  (2)  Laymen; the  Committee  on  Finance,  three  (3)  Laymen. 

6.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church. 

7.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

IV.  The  daily  order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be,  on 
the  President's  taking  the  Chair: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  the  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 
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3.  The  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  choosing  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

5.  Calling  upon  each  delegation  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  re- 
spective Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

6.  Heports  to  he  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Treasurer  of  Bishop's  Permanent,  Common  and  Convention  Funds. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Conventional  School  Committee. 

Trustees  for  aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen. 

Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 

Special  Committees. 

7.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

V.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  he  read  and  approved. 

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

VII.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

VIII.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

IX.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention,  unless  lie 
hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

X.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

XI.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  avIio  is  first  to  speak. 

XII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  dur- 
ing the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may 
be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XIV.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XVI.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend  ;  Avhich  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  mo- 
tion to  strike  out  the  word  "  Resolved,"  shall  have  precedence  to  a

motion  to  amend;  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of 
the  resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved 
shall  be  first  put. 

XVII.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  inde- 
finitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may 
interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

XIX.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XXI.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to 
order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be 
determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of 
the  Convention. 

XXII.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  Chair;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXIII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Candidates  for  Orders,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIV.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  members  present. 

XXV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening 
of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote 
of  the  Convention.

3.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain,  after  paying  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  ($3,500)  dollars  to  the  Bishop,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.

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4.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, in  his  annual  summons  to  the  different  Parishes  or  Churches, 
to  state  the  quota  of  such  Parishes  or  Churches,  to  the  Bishop's  Com- 
mon Fund,  Passed  1830. 

5.  Resolved,  That  all  Parishes  and  Churches  receiving  aid  from  the 
Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  shall 
each  contribute  five  ($5)  dollars  annually,  towards  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Convention;  that  all  Churches  and  Parishes  in  the  cities 
of  Charleston  and  Columbia,  not  receiving  aid  from  the  said  Society, 
shall  each  pay  for  the  same  purpose  twenty  ($20)  dollars  annually, 
and  that  all  other  Churches  and  Parishes  in  this  Diocese,  shall  pay 
annually  ten  ($10)  dollars  for  the  same  purpose  ;  and  that  the  Secre- 
tary, in  issuing  his  summons  to  the  Parishes  or  Churches,  shall  inform 
them  of  this  resolution;  and  that  at  each  Annual  Convention,  the 
Treasurer  shall  apply  to  the  Delegates  of  each  Church  for  their  re- 
spective contributions.    Passed  1820.    Amended  1829.    1848.  1856. 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  Ministers  of  the  several  Parishes  or 
Churches,  with  blank  copies  of  the  usual  form  for  the  reports ;  and 
that  they  be  and  they  are  hereby  required,  to  make  their  annual  re- 
turns conformably  to  the  same.  Passed  1826. 

7.  Whereas,  according  to  the  Consecration  service  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  "  devout  and  holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Law 
u  as  under  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the  express  command  of  God, 
"  or  by  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  blessed  Spirit,  and  acting  agreea- 
"  bly  to  their  own  reason  and  sense  of  the  natural  decency  of  things, 
"  have  erected  houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated 
"  them  from  all  unhallowed,  worldly,  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill 
"  men's  minds  with  greater  reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and 
"  affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and  humility  in  his  service  ;  " 
and,  whereas,  the  delivering  of  orations,  and  holding  elections,  on  se- 
cular or  political  subjects  and  occasions,  and  the  usual  worldly  accom- 
paniments and  circumstances,  are  thought  inconsistent  with  both  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  this  declaration  of  the  Consecration  service,  and 
have  been  found  to  give  pain  to  many  members  of  our  Communion, 
and  generally  to  be  of  injurious  tendency ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries 
of  all  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  inter- 
dict the  use  of  the  Churches  under  their  care,  for  all  unhallowed,  world- 
ly, and  common  purposes.  Passed  1828. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  custom  of  returning  thanks  for  sermons 
preached  before  this  body,  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary,  and  shall 
not,  in  future,  be  observed.  Passed  1829. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  at  or  before 
every  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  quota  of  this  Diocese,  to- 
wards defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Convention. 

Passed  1832.

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10.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  of  the  Dio- 
cese, to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  respective  Pastors,  incurred  by 
their  attendance  on  the  Diocesan  Convention.  Passed  1838. 

11.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  members 
of  our  Church,  who  are  proprietors  of  slaves,  individually  and  collec- 
tively to  take  measures  for  the  support  of  Clerical  Missionaries  and 
Lay  Catechists,  who  are  members  of  our  Church,  for  the  religious  in- 
struction of  their  slaves.  Passed  1838. 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  urged  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the 
country  Parishes,  to  exert  themselves  to  obtain  the  services  of  such 
Clerical  Missionaries  and  Lay  Catechists.  Passed  1838. 

13.  Resolved,  That  every  Missionary  and  Catechist  be  approved  of 
by  the  Bishop.  Passed  1838. 

14.  Resolved,  That  no  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders,  shall  be 
admitted  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention  as  a  Lay-Delegate  from  any 
Parish  or  Church.  Passed  1838. 

15.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  several 
Churches  in  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of  Delegates  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  com- 
municants of  the  Church.  Passed  1841. 

16.  Resolved,  unanimously,  That  whereas  the  practice  of  both  public 
and  private  travelling  on  the  Lord's  day,  is  deemed  to  be  a  prevalent 
evil  of  the  times;  and  whereas,  Canon  41st  of  1832,  "of  the 
due  celebration  of  Sundays,"  prescribes  that  "  all  persons  within 
this  Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and 
public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity, 
using  all  godly  and  sober  conversation." 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  members  of  our  Church,  in  this 
Diocese,  be  solicited  to  the  above  Canon.  Passed  1844. 

17.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  in  voting  by  ballot,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  Churches  in  order,  and  the 
votes  be  brought  forward  and  deposited  with  the  Tellers  as  called  for  ; 
and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the 
votes.  Passed  1847.    Amended  1851. 

18.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist 
officiating  during  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.  Passed  1856. 
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CANON  VII.  OF  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION,  1859. 
Of  the  Election  and  Institution  of  Ministers  into  Parishes  or  Churches. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver  or  cause  to  be  de- 
livered, to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form, 
or  to  this  effect : 

"  We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or,  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,) 
We,  (the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens,)  do  certify  to  the  Right  Rev. 
(naming  the  Bishop)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,)  that,  (naming  the  person,)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rec- 
tor, (or  Assistant  Minister,  as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  Prrish, 
or  Church,  or  Churches") 

Which  Certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who 
certify. 

Section  2.  If  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  satisfied 
that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church,  the 
Bishop,  or  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  transmit 
the  said  Certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  re- 
cord it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

Section  4.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District  to  another,  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector,  stated  Minister,  or 
assistant  Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or 
District  to  which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following  : 

"  I  hereby  certify,  that  the  Rev.  A.  B.  has  been  Canonically  trans- 
fered  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  standing." 

Section  5.  No  Minister  shall  officiate  transiently  in  a  vacant  Parish, 
or  in  one  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  which  is  sick  or  absent,  unless  the 
Wardens  or  Vestry  are  satisfied  he  is  at  the  time  a  Minister  in  good 
and  regular  standing.  When  from  another  Diocese,  letters  commen- 
atory  from  the  Eclesiastical  authority  thereof  may  be  required.
